of the sort! Here Is one experi­ 
m ent which, willy-nilly we hav e to 
see throu gh. If a Canadian prov ince 
tries prohibition, and gets tired of it, 
the next step is to repeal or amend 
it. Bu t if any part of America or 
ev en most of it, were to tire of pro­ 
hibition, its only cou rse wou ld be 
to keep right on with it. Its people 
m ight not obey the law and its of­ 
ficers m ight not enforce it, bu t n o ­ 
body cou ld change it. 
So long as prohibition is in the 
Constitu tion, no law can be enacted

sanctioning

which the Constitu tion forbids. The 
Su preme Cou rt has already said so, 
in this langu age; “Therefore, 
u ntil 
the thirteen dryest states 
permit 
the constitu tion to be changed (and 
there is no "wet” rash enou gh to 
expect that, in this generation) the 
prohibition of all intoxicating liq­ 
u ors, inclu ding beer and wine, is 
the only law which the Su preme 
cou rt will su stain. 
W e m ay make 
tha t law a "failu re,” in places, by 
refu sing to obey it or by 
electing 
officials who can be cajoled or in­ 
timidated into not enforcing it, bu t 
ev en then, we can not change 
it. 
This experiment is riv eted on u s, to 
stay. W e hav e no choice bu t to see 
it throu gh. Being seen throu gh, it 
will dou btless become 
a 
su ccess. 
B u t ev en if it became a failu re, it 
wou ld still hav e to be seen throu gh. 
So the qu estion is not w hether pro­ 
hibition is a su ccess or a failu re, bu t 
whether, being permanently in the 
law, we shall obey or defy, enforce 
or ignore tha t law. These being the 
only things we can do, the 
only 
qu estion practical enou gh 
to 
be 
w orth discu ssing is which one 
of 
them we shall do.

If China has a stable gov ­ 
ernment, so that the courts would 
be able to function properly and 
Chinese laws would 
be honestly 
enforced, 
the United 
States

nothing to lose by the abolition of 
1 ex traterritorial rights and priv il­ 
eges. 
The whole question Is one 
of the honest enforcement of laws. 
Arbitrate Disputes

Chinese

action most reluctantly . 
The m a­ 
jority

disagreem ents

them are settled by the Chinese 
guilds;

chamber

commerce also acts as arbitrator 
in a good 
many disputes, while 
there is another mode of settle­ 
ment by means of a go-between, 
who is generally a man trusted 
by both parties, and 
who 
ar­ 
ranges questions in dispute to the 
satisfaction

con­ 
cerned. 
The Chinese family sy s­ 
tem, which 
is 
v ery 
complicated, 
permits the elders of the family 
to act In cases of disputes arising 
between 
members 
of 
the 
same 
family , and their decision is bind­ 
ing on all its members, refusal to 
accept it m eaning ostracism. 
“ It is the opinion of most Chin­ 
ese students that ex traterritorial­ 
ity must go, and I believ e that the 
foreign powers are willing to sur­ 
render their ex traterritorial rights 
there when they can feel assured 
that their nationals and propertv 
will be safe, and when their dis- 
putest with 
other 
nationals 
and 
with one another w ill be equitably 
and justly

“ The so-called unequal treaties 
were made for a quid pro quo 
many y ears ago, and the present 
generation of Chinese Is try ing to 
get out from under, as they hav e 
prov ed burdensome.
